The substantial criminal caseload in this Court and the requirements of the criminal Speedy Trial Act 
frequently result in the. delay in the trial of civil cases. Aware of the hardship and expense to the 
parties, counsel, and witnesses caused by the delays which are beyond the control of tie Court, this 
notice is to advise you of your right to trial of your case by a United States Magistrate Judge' By 
statute, 28 USC §636(c), Fed.R.Civ.?: 73 and Local Civil Rule 73^ theparties, by consent- can 
try their case by means of a jury trial or bench trial before a United States Magistrate Judge. Appeals 
from judgments and final orders are taken directly to the United States Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit, in the same manner as an appeal from a judgment of a district Judge 
in a civil case. ■

at any time prior to trial. If you expressly decline to consent or simply fail to consent 
case, you are not foreclosed from consenting later in the case. However, a prompt 
proceed before' a Magistrate Judge is encouraged because it will facilitate a more orderly 
of the case. 



Counsel for trie plaintiff has been furnished a copy of the "Consent to Proceed Before a 
Magistrate Judge for all Purposes" form. If and when the form is executed, your 
be made to the Clerk of the United States District Court only. 

'■WHAT IS' THE ADVANTAGE?..

This is the Department of Homeland Security's (DHS) Final Order on your; Equal Employment 
Opportunity (EEO) complaint filed on May 3, 2004. In your complaint, you alleged that you were 
discriminated against on the bases of national origin (Ghanaian), sex (male) and reprisal} (prior BEG 
activity) when the Agency 'refused your request to take the month of June 2004 off froiB work 
without pay,; to study for a bar examination, when you had no interviews scheduled for ihat period. 

On April 12, 2005, an Administrative Judge (AJ) from the Washington Field Office of the Equal 
Employment; Opportunity Commission (EEOC) issued a decision without a hearing on jjour 
complaint, pursuant to 29 C.FX § 1 61 4. 1 09(g). He concluded that you failed to prove that you were 
discriminated against as alleged. T 

On April 18, 2005, this Office received the AJ's decision, which will be fully implemented as the 
final actioh iw this matter. Since you art not a prevailing party, you are not entitled to palment of 
attorney's fees, costs, or compensatory damages. No coirective action is required. 29 CF.R. § 
1614.501. 

If you axe dissatisfied with this decision, you have the right to file an appeal with the EEqC 
according to thb instructions at enclosure (1). Your appeal form is at enclosure (2).

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In your appeal to EEOC, you must state the date and method (for example, by certified 
mail or hand delivery) by which a copy of the appeal was sent to the DHS, U.S. 
Citizenship and Immigration Services, Office of EEO, Complaints Program Management 
Office, You should use the attached EEOC Form 573, Notice of Appeal/Petition, to file 
your appeal. EEOC will dismiss your appeal if you do not file it within the time limits. 

The original of any statement or brief in support of your appeal must be filed with EEOC, 
with a copy to the DHS, U.S. Citizenship and immigration Services, Office of EEO, 
Complaints Program Management Office, within 30 days of the date, you file ybur 
appeal. 

FILING A CIVIL ACTION 

You also have the right to file a civil action in an appropriate United States District Court 
within 90 days after you receive this final decision if you do not appeal to EEGD, or 
within 30 days after receipt of the EEOC's final decision on appeal. 

You may also file a civil action after WO days from the date of filing an appeal pvith 
EEOC if there has been no final decision by EEOC- i 

if your claim is based on age discrimination, you should seek the advice of an Attorney if 
you wish to file a civil action after expiration of the time limits noted above. The[courts 
disagree about when a civil action must be filed and may permit an age discrirn nation 
complaint to be fifed two years or more from the date of the alleged discrimination: 

You must also comply with the following instructions: 

(1) You must name MICHAEL CHERTOFF, SECRETARY, DEPARTMENT OF 
HOMELAND SECURITY as the defendant Failure to provide his name and official title 
may result in dismissal of your case. * . 

(2) If you decide to file a civil action and if you do not have, or cannot afford, the! 
services of an attorney, you may request that the Court appoint an attorney to represent 
you and that the Court permit you to file the action without payment of fees, costs, or 
other security, The grant or denial of the request is within the sole discretion of t|e 
Court. Filing a request for an attorney does not extend the time in which to fife a pivii 
action, Both the request and the civil action must be filed within 90 days of the date you 
receive the agency or EEOC decision. ! 
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NOTICE OF APPEAL RIGHTS 

You have the right to appeal to the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission (EEOC) 
or to flip a civil action in an appropriate United States District Court. ! 

A!! time periods are given in calendar days. If a time period expires on a Saturday, 
Sunday or Federal holiday, you may file on the next business day. If an attcjrney 
represents you, the time periods begin to run from the date that your attorney receives 
this decision. 

FILING AN APPEAL WITH EEOC 

You have the right to appeal this decision to the EEOC within 30 days of the day you 
receive this final agency decision.
